SHOT TO DEATH AFTER 5-HOUR SIEGE 
Love-Crazed Man Kills 2 In Pittsburgh 


PITTSBURGH (UPI)—A love- 
crazed rifleman today killed the 
father of his teen-aged sweet­ 
heart and a police lieutenant, 
wounded two other officers and 
held off more than 200 police 
in a five-hour siege. He finally 
was shot to death while cower­ 
ing in a tree. 


“ He was dead before he hit 
the ground,” a police spokes­ 
man said. 


The slain policeman at one 
time was a quarterback for the 
old Chicago Cardinals and later 
for the Pittsburgh Steelers' of 
the National Football League. 


The ram page by Leroy Scott. 
25, an albino Negro with blond 
hair and hazel eyes, turned a 
quiet section of the city into a 
bloody battleground. 


At one stage, all street lights 


in the area were turned off, 
reminiscent of a World War II 
blackout. 


The 
shooting 
spree 
began 
shortly after midnight when the 
father ordered Scott from his 
home. It ended at dawn when 
an army of police moved into 
a heavily wooded area where 
Scott had taken refuge. Three 
patrolmen 
found 
him 
in 
the 
branches of a willow tree, his 
rifle raised at the advancing of­ 
ficers. 


They opened fire simultane­ 
ously and he fell dead from 
four bullet wounds of the chest. 


Scott, who had a record of 
burglary and reckless driving, 
began his reign of terror at 
12:35 a m. EDT when, armed 
with a 22 caliber rifle, he forced 
his way into the home of his 
c o l e m a n McDo n o u g h 


girlfriend, 16-year-old Ruth God­ 
frey, also a Negro. 
The rifle was a Remington 
semi-automatic with 
a 
seven- 
round clip. 


Many Respond 


Two patrol cars, an ambu. 
lance, a motorcycle patrolman 
and canine corps officers re­ 
sponded to a call for help. They 
found the girl’s father, Aaron 
Godfrey, sprawled dead in the 
doorway of the home. 


First on the scene were act­ 
ing Lt. Coleman (Coley) 
Mc­ 
Donough, 52, and patrolman Leo 
Mincin, 36. McDonough, a for­ 
m er quarterback for the Chi­ 
cago Cardinals and Pittsburgh 
Steelers of the National Foot­ 
ball League, caught five bullets 
in the upper body. He died in­ 
stantly. 


Mincin was wounded In the 
right knee. He was hospitalized 
in good condition. 


Patrolman Joseph Laffsy, 32, 
was struck in the chest and up­ 
per left arm. He was in critical 
condition. 


After the first exchange all 
available police—more than 2C0 


—were dispatched to the scene. 
Among them were the finest 
shots on the force. They were 
armed with high-powered rifles 
and submachine guns. 


They were greeted by several 
shots sniped by Scott from the 
hillside.
